Dean Webster and myself nave tora 
long time been of tne opinion that tne University ot Toronto 
should take over the teaching of dentistry and create a 
faculty of dentistry. he present time seems opportune 
for discussing the ways and means of bringing this about. 
es find it incumbent on them 
to devote more and more time and space to the teaching oi 
such subjects as chemistry, physics, physiology, histology, 
bacteriology and pathology. In order to mest this demand 
and compete with the dental departments of American 
be necessary for us to spend large 
sums of money in enlarging and equipping scientiiic 
Laboratories. The University of Toronto aiready poss= 
«esses the facilities tor teaching these subjects efficie- 
-atly and the duplication of laboratories and teachers 
should not be necessary.

The annual 
ree per student is at present one hundred and twenty Pie 
dollars. This fee should be raised to one hundred and rifty 
jollars if the University took over the teaching of anatomy 
lied improved accomodation ror anatomical work. 

The student fee¢ in almost all American Denta 
Colleses is one hundred and firty dollars, which is also the 
fee tor Medical Students here. 


The annual salary List ot demoustrators, teacher

and proi’essors amounted last year to $ 24,660-. it is adv- 
-isable to increase this staff sil 
to engage some ror full time instead ot 
increase the salary list in the next few years by eignt or ten 


thousand doliars. This would be more than made up by the in- 


rease in student's fees and the decrease in cost of admins- 
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which now amounts to more than six thousand dollars per annum. 
The Royal College of Dental Surgeons would probably 
be willing to hand over their land, building and equipment if 
they were assured of the University and the Government 
providing an equivalent towards the more adequate housing and 
teaching oi dentistry. 
If the University undertook: the teaching of “such sub 
~jects as chemistry, physics,anatomy,physiology, histology, 
bacteriolosy and pathology. .in their own laboratories, the 
remaining subjects would require a rloor space of about 50,000 


square feet, oi course this reckoning does not include: infirm- 


“ary space with its adjacent laboratory which if; located in 


connection with the hospital would require about 15,000 
square rest additional.
